No assistants were elected at the time, and 
Bill is to let us know (at the) next meeting if he will need 
them. A hearty vote of thanks was voted to Barry for the good job 
he has done in the past. 


A letter from Search and Rescue was read by Les Harris —- 
VE3AYZ thanking those members who have previously taken part in 
Search and Rescue work. 


The business portion of the meeting concluded at 9:00 pm. 
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Following was a very interesting period conducted by Les 
Harris -— VE3AYZ who gave us a talk on the operations of the DOT 
at the local airport and showed some truly excellent slides that 
he has taken during his career with the DOT.
